(5) Interest shall Ticrt be credit;d to the accuunt of a 
subscriber if he informs the Accounts Officer that he does 
not wish to receive it, but if he subsequently asks for inte¬ 
rest, it shall he credited with effect from the 1st Apiil of the 
year in which he asks for it. 


(6) The interest on amounts which, under ngul alien 20 
or regulation 21, are replaced ,o the credit of tnc subsciiber 
in the Fund shall be calculated at such late as may be suc¬ 
cessively pi .scribed under sub-regulation (1) of this regula¬ 
tion and so far as may be in the manner described in this 
regulation. 

Note —Payment cf interest on Ihe fund balance beyond 
a period of six months upto a period of one year 
may be authorised by the Accounts Officer after 
he has rasonallv satisfied himself that the delay in 
payment was occasioned by circumstances beyond 
the c ntrol of the subscriber and in every such 
case the administrative delay involved in the mat¬ 
ter shall be fully investigated and action, if any re¬ 
quired, taken. 

13. Advance from the Funds : 

(l) The appropriate sanctioning authority may sanction 
the payment to any subscriber of an advance consisting of a 
sum of whole rupees and not exceeding in amount three 
months’ pay or half the amount of subscriptions and inte¬ 
rest thereon standing to Ihe cicdit of the subscriber in the 
l und, whichever is lebs, for one or more of the following 
purposes, namely :— 

(a) to pay expenses in connection with the illness or 

confinement or a disability including where neces¬ 
sary the travelling expenses of the subscriber and 
members of his family or any person actually depen¬ 
dent on him ; 

(b) to meet the cost of higher education including where 
necessary the travelling expenses of the subscriber 
nnd members of his family or any person actually 
dependent on hiny in the following cases, namely:— 

(i) for education outside India for an academic, 
technical, professional or vocational course beyond 
the High School, stnge ; and 

(ii) for any medical, engineering or other technical 
or specialised course in Tufia, beyond the High 
School stage, provided that the course of study 
is for not less than three years. 

(c) to pay obligatory expenses on a scale appropriate to 
the subscriber’s status which by customary usage the 
subscriber has to incur in connection with betro¬ 
thals or marriage;?, funerals or other ceremonies of 
himself or of his children or of any other per¬ 
son actually dependent on him : 

Provided that the condition of actual dependence shall not 
apply in the case of a son or daughter of the subscriber : 

Provided further that the condition of actual dependence 
shall not apply in the case of an advance required to meet the 
funeral expenses of the parent of r subscriber. 

(d) to meet the cost of legid proceedings instituted by 
the subscriber for vindicting his position in regard 
to an allegation made against him in respect of 
any act done or purpoting to be done by him in the 
discharge of his official duty, the advance in this 
case being available in addition to any advance ad¬ 
missible for the same purpose from any other 
source : 

Provided that the advance under this sub-clause shall not 
he admissible to a subscriber who institutes legal proceedings 
in any Court or Law for any alleged official misconduct 
or where, the subscriber engages a legal practitioner to defend 
himself in a departmental enquiry ; 

fc) to meet the cost of plot or construction of a house 
or flat Jor his residence or to make anv payment 
towards allotment of a plot or flat by a State Hous¬ 
ing Board or n House Building Co-operative So¬ 
ciety. 

(2) The Chairman may, in special circumstances or 
in cases of acute distress sanction the payment to any sub¬ 
scriber of an advance for reasons other than those men¬ 
tioned in sub-regulation (1). 
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(3) An advance shall not, except for special reasons to 
he recorded in writing be granted to any subscriber in ex¬ 
cess of the limit laid down in snb-jemulation ( 1 ) or until 
repayment of the last instalment of any previous advance : 

Provided that an advance shall in no case exceed the 
amount of subscriptions and interest thereon standing to the 
credit of the subscriber in the Fund. 

Note.— (1) For the purpose of this regulation, pay in¬ 
cludes dearness pay, where admissible. 

( 2 ) A subscriber shall be permitted to take an advance 
once in every six months under item (b) of sub-re¬ 
gulation ( 1 ) or regulation 13. 

(3) After sanctioning the advance the amount shall be 
drawn on an authorisation from the Accounts Offi¬ 
cer in cases where the application for final payment 
had been forwarded to the Accounts Officer under 
clause (ii) of sub-regulation (3) if regulation 24. 

(4) When an advance is sanctioned under sub-regulation 
( 3 ) before repayment of last instalment of any previous ad¬ 
vance is completed, the balance of any previous advance not 
recovered shall be added to the advance so sanctioned and 
the instalments for recovery shall be fixed with reference to 
the consolidated amount. 

14. Recovery of advances : 

(1) An advance shall be recovered fiom the subscriber in 
such number of equal monthly instalments as the sanctioning 
authority may direct, but such number shall noL he less than 
twelve unless the subscriber sd electa and more than twenty 
four. In special cases where the amount of advance exceeds 
three months’ pay of the subscriber under sub-regulation (3) 
of regulation 13, the sanctioning authority may fix such num¬ 
ber of instalments to be more than twenty-four but in no 
case more than thirty-six, A subscriber may n< his option 
make repayment in a smaller number of instalments than 
that prescribed. Each instalment shall be n number of whole 
tupccs, the amount of the advances being raised or reduced, 
if necessary, to admit of the fixation of such instalments. 

(2) Recovery shall be made in >he manner prescribed in 
regulation 10 for the realisation of subscriptions, and shall 
commence with the issue of pay for the month following the 
one in which, the advance was drawn. 

Recovery shall not be made* except with the subscriber’s 
consent, while he is in receipt of sunsistence grant or is on 
leave lor TO days or more in a cilendur month which either 
does not cany any leave salary or carries leave salary equal 
to or less than half pay or half average pay as tile case may 
be. The recovery may be postponed on the subscriber’s writ- 
ten request, by the sanctioning authority during the recovery 
of an advance of pay granted to the subscriber. 

(3) If an advance has been granted to a subscriber and 
drawn by him and the advance is subsequently disallowed 
before repayment is completed, the whole or balance of the 
amount withdrawn shall forthwith be repaid by the subscri¬ 
ber to the Fund* or in default be ordered by the Accounts 
Officer to be recovered by deduction lrom the emoluments of 
the subscriber in a lump sum or in monlhLy instalments not 
exceeding twelve as may be directed by the authority com¬ 
petent to sanction an advance for the grant of which, spe¬ 
cial reasons are required under uub-rcgulation (3) of regu¬ 
lation 13. 

(4) Recoveries made under this regulation shall be cre¬ 
dited. us they arc made, to the account of the subscribe! 
in tho fund. 

15. Wrongful use of advance : 

Notwithstanding anything contained in iht^e regulations, 
if tho sanctioning author!y is satisfied that money drawn 
an advance from the fund under regulation 13 has been uti¬ 
lised for a purpose ether Hum that for which sanction was 
given to the draws] of the money* the amount in question 
shall forthwith be repaid by the subscriber to the fund, or 


in default, bo ordered to be recovered by deduction in one 
lump sum from the emoluments of the subscriber even if he 
be on leave. If the total amount to be repaid be more than 
half the subscribers emolument, recoveries shall be mdflfc 
in munhly instalments of moieties of his emoluments till 
the entire amount is repaid by him. 

Note.—The term ‘emoluments’ in this regulation doei 
not include subsistence grant. 

16. Withdrawal from the Fund : 

(T) Subject to the conditions specified hcieiu, withdrawals 
may be sanctioned by the authorities competent to sanction 
an advance for special reasons undir sub-iegulation (3) of 
regulation 13, at any lirne after the completion of twenty 
years of service (including broken periods of service, if any) 
of a subscriber or within ten years before the date of his 
retirement on superannuation, whichever ls earlier, from the 
amount of subscriptions and interest thereon standing to the 
credit of the subscriber in the Fund, for one or more of the 
following purposes, namely :— 

(a) Meeting the cost of higher education, including 
where necessary, the travel Jin i; expenses of the subs¬ 
criber or any child of the subscriber in the follow¬ 
ing cases, namely :— 

(i) for education outside India for academic, techni¬ 
cal, professional or vocational course beyond th# 
High School stage ; and 

(ii) for any medical, engineering or oilier technical or 
specialised course in India beyond the High 
School stage. 

(b) Meeting the expenditure in connection with the 
betrothal/marriage of the subscriber Or his sons or 
daughters, and nnv other female relation actually 
dependent on him. 

(c) Meeting the expenses in connection with the illnesi 
including where necessary the travelling expense! 
of the subscriber and members of his family or any 
person actually dependent on him. 

(2) After completion of fifteen years of service (includ¬ 
ing broken periods of service, if any) of a subscriber or 
within ten years before the date of his retirement on super¬ 
annuation, whichever is earlier, from the amount standing 
to his credit in the fund, for one or more of the following 
reasons, namely :— 

(a) Building or acquiring a suitable house or ready-built 
flat for his residence including the cost of the Rite* 

(b) Repaying an commanding amount on account of loan 

expressly taken for building or acquiring a suitable 
house or ready built flat for his residence. 

(c) Purchasing a house site for building a house there¬ 
on for his residence or repaying any outstanding 
amount on account of loan expressly taken for thin 
purpose. 

(d) Re-constructing o r making additions or alterations 

to a house already owned or acquired by a subs¬ 
criber, 

(e) Renovating, or making additions or alterations to or 

for upkeep of an anccstrul house at a place other 
than the place of duty or to a house built with the 
assistance of loan from Government at a place other 
than the place of duty. 

(f) Constructing a house on a site purchased under 

clause (c). 

(g) Acquiring a farm land or business premises or both 
within six months before the date of the subscriber’s 
retirement. 

Note .—(1) A subscriber who has fc vailed himself an 
advance under Ihr scheme of the Board of Stitt 
Government for the grant of advance for house 
building purpose, or has been allowed any assistance 
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in this regard from any other Government source* 
shall be eligible for Iho grant of final withdrawal 
under ciou-cs (a), (c), fell and (f) of snb-rcgnla- 
tion ( 2 ) for the purposes specified therein and also 
for the purpose- of repayment of any loan taken 
nudei the aforesaid scheme subject to the limit speci¬ 
fied in the proviso to sub-regulation ( 1 ) of regula¬ 
tion 17. 

If a subscriber has an ancestral house or built a house 
at a place other than the place of his duty with the 
assistance of loan taken from the Board or Gov^ 
ernment, he shall be eligible for the grant of a final 
withdrawal under clauses fa), fc) and (f) of sub¬ 
regulation ( 2 ) for purchase of a house site for 
construction of another house oi for acquiring a 
ready-built flat at the plate of his duty, 

( 2 ) Withdrawal under clauses fa), fd), (e) or ff) of 
rub-regulation ( 2 ) shall be sanctioned only after 
the subscriber has submitted o plan of the house 
to he coiWr.ie+ci o 1 ' of the additions or alterations 
to he made, duly approved by the local Municipal 
body of the area where the site of house is situated 
and only in cases where the plan is actually got to 
be approved. 

(3) The amount of withdrawal sanctioned under clause 
(b) of sub-regulation (2) shall not exceed 3/4th of 
the balance on date of application together with 
the amount of previous withdrawal under clause (a) 
of sub-regulation f 2 ), reduced by the amount of 
previous withdrawal. The formula to be followed 
is 3/4lh of (balance as on date plus amount of pre¬ 
vious withdrawalfs’) for the house in question) 
minu?; the amount n p the previous withdrawal(s). 

(4) Withdrawal under clauses fa) or fd) of sub-regu¬ 

lation f 2 ) shall also be allowed where the house 
site or house iv in the name of wife /hushand, pro¬ 
vided she/he is the first nominee to receive Pro¬ 
vident Fund money in the nomination made by the 
subscriber. 

f5) Only one withdrawal shall be allowed for the same 
purpose under regulation 16. But rnnrrmge[educa- 
tion of different children or illness on different 
occasion? shall not be treated as the same purpose. 
Second or subsequent withdrawal under clause* fa) 
or ff) of sub^rcgulation f 2 ) for completion of the 
same house :;hall be allowed up to the limit laid 
down under Note (3). 

f 6 ) A withdrawn! under regulation 16 shall not be 
sanctioned if an advance under regulation 13 is be¬ 
ing sanctioned for the same purpose and at the 
same time. 

f3) After completion of 28 years of service of a subscri¬ 
ber or within 3 years before the date of retirement on super¬ 
annuation, from the amount standing tu his credit in the 
fund for purchasing a motor car or for repaying a loan 
already taken from the Board for the purpose, subject to 
the following conditions, namely : — 

fi) the subscriber’s pay is Rs. 1,000 or more ; 

(ii) the amount of withdrawal h limited to Rs. 12,000 
or onc-fourth nf the amount standing to the credit 
of the subscriber in the fund or the actual price 
of the car, whichever is the least : and 

fiii) such withdrawal shall be allowed only on one oc¬ 
casion. In the case of withdrawal for purchase erf 
another motor car, the motor car advance under 
the provisions of Chapter 14 of the General Finan¬ 
cial Rules. 1963, ns runn fomented bv executive in- 
afflictions issued from time to time by the Central 
Government shall not be admissible. 

17, Conditions for withdrawal 

tl) Any sum withdrawn by a subscriber at any one time 
for one or more of the purposes specified in regulation 16 


from the amomnt standing to his crodit in the Fund shall not 
ordinarily exceed one-halt of the amount of subscriptions and 
inkroM 'thereon standing to the credit of the subscriber in the 
fund or six month's pay, whichever is Ic&s. The sanctioning 
authority may, however, sanction Hie withdrawal of an 
amount in excess oi the limit up to three-founhs of the 
amount of subscription and interest thereon standing to the 
credit of the subscriber in the Fund having due regard to 

(i) the object lor which the withdrawal is being made, (ii) 
the status of the subscriber, and (Lri) the amount of subscrip¬ 
tion:, and interest thereon standing to the credit of the sub- 
briber in the fund : 

Provided that in no case the maximum amount of with- 
dtawal shall exceed Rs. 1,25,000 or 75 times the monthly 
pay, whichever is less: 

Provided further that in the case of a subscriber who 
has availed himself of an advance under the scheme of ihc 
Board or a State* Government for the grant of advances 
for house building purpose, or has been allowed any assis¬ 
tance in this rcgai’d from any other Government source, the 
sums withdrawn under this sub-regulation together with the 
amount of advance takeu under the aforesaid scheme or the 
assistance taken from any other Government source shall 
not exceed Rs. 1,25,000 or 75 times the monthly pay, 
whichever is less. 

Note.—(1) A subscriber sin 11 be permitted to make * 
withdrawal once in every six months under claus® 
(a) of sub-regulation ( 1 ) of regulation 16. Every 
such withdrawal shall be treated as a withdrawal 
for a separate purpose for the purpose of sub¬ 
regulation (1) of regulation 17. 

(2) In cases where a subscriber has to pay in instal¬ 
ments for a site or a house purchased or a house 
constructed through a house building co-operative 
society or similar agency or a house or flat purchas¬ 
ed or constructed through the State Housing Board, 
ho shall be permitted to make a withdrawal ns and 
when he is called upon to make a payment in any 
instalment. Every such payment shall be treated as 
o payment for a separate purpose for the purpost 
of sub-regulation ( 1 ) of regulation 17. 

(3) In case the sanctioning authority is satisfied that 
the amount standing to the credit of a subscriber 
in the fund is insufficient and he is unable to meet 
his requirements otherwise than by withdrawal, the 
amount already withdrawn by the subscriber from 
the fund to finance any insurance policy or policies 
under regulation 19, may be taken into account as 
an addition to the actual amount standing to his 
credit in the fund for the purpose of the limit laid 
down in this sub-regulation, After the amount of 
withdrawal admissible has been so determined: 

(i) if the amount so determined exceeds the amount 
already withdrawn from the Fund to finance any 
insurance policy or policies under regulation 19, 
the amount so withdrawn may be treated as final 
withdrawal and the difference, if any, between the 
amount so treated and the total amount of with¬ 
drawal admissible may be paid in cash ; and 

(ii) if the amount so determined does not exceed the 
amount already withdrawn from the Fund to 
finance any insurance policy or policies under 
regulation 19. the amount so withdrawn may, 
irrespective nf the limit specified in sub-regula¬ 
tion ( 1 ) be treated as final withdrawal. 

For the above purpose, the Accounts Officer shall re^ 
assign the policy or policies to the subscriber or to 
the subscriber and the Joint assured, as the cay© 
may he, and make it over to the subscriber who will 
then he free to utilise the .same for the purpose for 
which it has been released. 

(2) A subscriber who hai been permitted to withdraw 
money from the Fund under regulation 16 shill satisfy the 
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sanctioning authority within a teauonable period as may be 
specified by that authority that the money has been utilised 
l’or the purpose for which it was withdrawn and, if he fails 
to do so, tfie whole of the sum so withdrawn or so irmJi 
thereof as has not been applied for tile purpose for which 
it was withdrawn shall forthwith he rcpaiJ in one lump sum 
by the subscriber to the Fund and in default of such pay¬ 
ment if shall be ordered by t{ie sanctioning authority to bo 
recovered from hi$ emoluments either in a lump sum or in 
such number of monthly instalments as may be determined by 
the sanctioning authority. 

(3) fa) A subscriber who has been permitted under 
clause (a), (b), (c). (d), (e) or (f) of sub-regulation d) 
of regulation 16 to withdraw money from the amount of 
subscription together with interest ihereon standina to his 
credit in the Fund, shall not part with the possession of the 
house built or acquired or house-site purchased with the 
money so withdrawn, whether by way of sale mortgage 
(other than mortgage to the Board), gift, exchange or other¬ 
wise without the previous permission of the Board : 

Provided that such permission shall not be necessary 
for :— 

ti) the house or house-site being leased for any term 
not exceeding three years : or 

(ii) its being mortgaged in favour of a Housing Board, 
Nationalised Bank, the Life Insurance Corporation 
or any other Corporation owned or controlled by 
the Central Government which advances loans for 
the construction of a new house or for makinc 
additions or alterations to an existing house. 

(b) The subscriber shall submit a declaration not later 
than the 21st day of December of every year as to whether 
the house or the house-site, as the case may be, continues 
to be in his possession or has been mortgaged, otherwise 
transferred or let out as aforesaid and shall, if so required, 
produce before the sanctioning authority on or before the 
date specified by that authority in that behalf, the original 
sale, mortgage or lease deed and also the documents on which 
his title to the property is based. 

(c) If at any time before his retirement the subscriber 
parts with the possession of the house or house-site without 
obtaining the previous permission of the Board, he shall 
forthwith repay the sum so withdrawn by him in a lump 
sum to the Fund, and, in default of such repayment, the 
sanctioning authority shall, after giving the subscriber a 
reasonable opportunity of making a representation in the 
matter, cause the said sum to be recovered from ihe emolu¬ 
ments of the subscriber either in a lump sum or in such 
number of monthly instalments, as may be determined by 
it. 

Note :—A subscriber who has taken loan from the Board 
or Government and in lieu thereof has mortgaged 
the house or house-site to the Board or Govern¬ 
ment shall bo required to furnish the declaration to 
the following effect, namely — 

“I do hereby certify that the house /house site 
for the construction of which or for the acquisi¬ 
tion of which I have \aken a final withdrawal from 
the provident fund continues to be in my posses¬ 
sion but stands mortgaged to the Bmird/Govern- 
ment.” 

18. Conversion of an advance into a withdrawal : 

A subscriber who has already drawn or may draw in 
future an advance under regulation 31 for any of the pur¬ 
poses specified in regulation 16 may convert at his discretion, 
by written request addressed to the Accounts Officer through 
the sanctioning authority, the balance outstanding against it 
into a final withdrawal on his satisfying the conditions laid 
down in regulations 16 and 17. 

Note:—(1) The Head of Office may be asked by the 
sanctioning authority to stop recoveries from the 
pay bill when the application for such conversion 
is forwarded to the Accounts Officer by that autho¬ 
rity. 

(2) For the purpose of sub-regulation (1) of regu¬ 
lation 17, the amount of subscription with interest 


thereon standing to the cicdit of the subscriber in 
the account at the lime oi conversion plus the out¬ 
standing amount of advance shall be taken as the 
balance. Each withdrawal shall be treated as a 
separate one and the same principle shall apply in 
the event of more than one conversion. 

FL Pryuieni towards insurance policies: 

Subscribers referred to in regulation 4 who, before the 
date of the commencement of thee regulations, had been 
substituting in whole or in part payments towards policies 
of life insurance, for subscriptions or making withdrawals 
for such payments from the fund, will be permitted to con¬ 
tinue to do so. Such payments shall be governed by the 
provisions of the Contributory Provident Fund Rules (India), 
1962 of the Central Government, and the subscribers will 
continue to enjoy the benefits under the same terms and 
conditions nmtatis mutandis: 

Provided that such subscribers shall not be permitted to 
substitute such payments for subscription due to the fund 
or to withdraw from the fund for making such payments in 
respect of new policies. 

20. Final withdrawal of accumulations in the funds : 

When a subscriber quits the service, the amount standing 
to his credit in the fund shall, subject to any deduction under 
regulation 23, become payable to him : 

Provided that a subscriber who has been dismissed from 
the service and is subsequently reinstated in the service shall, 
if required to do so by the Board, repay any amount paid to 
him from the fund in pursuance of this regulation with in¬ 
terest thereon at the rate provided in regulation 12, in the 
manner provided ip the proviso to regulation 21. The 
amount so repaid shall be credited to his account in the 
fund, the part which represents hh subscriptions and interest 
thereon and the'part which represents the Board’s contribu¬ 
tion with interest thereon being accounted for in the manner 
provided in regulation 6. 

Explanation(i) A subscriber who is granted refused 
leave shall be deemed to have quit the 

service from the date of his retirement or on 
the expiry of an extension of service, 

(ii) A subscriber, other than one who is 
appointed on contract or one who has retired 
from service and is subsequently lc-employed 
with or without a break in service, shall not 
be deemed to quit the service when he is 
transferred without any break in service to 
a new post under State Government or Cent¬ 
ral Government or a body corporate owned 
or controlled by Government (in which he is 
governed by another set of Provident Fund 
Rules) and without ictaining any connection 
with his former post, In such a cose, bis 
subscription and the employer’s contribution 
together with interest thereon shall be trans¬ 
ferred to a new account under the Central 
Government or the State Government or the 
body corporate concerned, if the Central 
Government or the State Government or the 
body corporate consents to such transfer of 
his subscriptions, the employer’s contribution 
and inercst. 

Note ^Transfer should be held to include cases of resig¬ 
nations from service in order to take up appoint¬ 
ment under the Centra! Government or State Go¬ 
vernment or the body corporate, without any break 
and with proper permission of the Chairman. In 
cases where there has been a break in service, it 
shall be limited to the joining time allowed on 
transfer to a different station. 

(in) When a subscriber, other than who is ap¬ 
pointed on contract or one who has retired 
from service and is subsequently rc-emploved 
is transferred, without any break, to the service 
under a body corporate owned or controlled 
by Government or an autonomous orga- 
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nifiation registered under the Societies Regis¬ 
tration Act, I860 (21 of 1860), the amount 
of subscriptions and the Board’s contribution, 
together with interest thereon, shall not be 
paid to him but shall be transferred with the 
consent of that body, to his new Provident 
Fund Account under that body. 

Transfer shall include cases of resignation from service 
in order to take up appointment under a body cor¬ 
porate owned or controlled by Government or am 
autonomous organisation, registered under th* 
Societies Registration Act, i860, (21 of I860), 
without any break and with proper permission of 
the Chairman. The time taken to join the new 
post shall not be. treated as a break in service if 
it does not exceed the joining time admissible to an 
employee on transfer from one post to another : 

Provided further that the amount of subscriptions and the 
Board’s contribution together with interest thereon of a subs¬ 
criber opting for service under a public enterprise may, if 
he so desi os, be transferred to his new Provident Fund 
Accounl under the enterprise, if the concerned enterprise also 
agrees to such transfer. If, however, the subscriber does 
not desire the transfer or the concerned enterprise does not 
operate a provident fund or docs not agree to such Iransfer, 
the amount aforesaid shall be refunded to the subscriber. 

The same shall hold good in cases of retrenchment follo¬ 
wed by immediate employment under the Board, 

21. Retirement of Subscriber : 

When a subscriber — 

(a) has proceeded on leave preparatory to retirement 

or, if ho is employed in a vacation department cm 
leave preparatory to retirement combined with 
vacation ; or 

(b) while on leave, has been permitted to retire or dec¬ 
lared by competent medical authority to be unfit 
for further service ; 

the amount of subscription and interest thereon standing to 
his credit in the fund shall, upon application made by him 
in that behalf to the Accounts Officer, become payable to 
the subscriber : 

Provided that the subscriber, if he returns to duty, shall 
if required to do so by tho Board, repay to tbc fund for 
credit to his account, the whole or part of any amount paid 
to him from the fund in pursuance of this regulation with 
interest thereon at the rate provided in regulation 12 in cash 
or securities or partly in cash and partly in securities by ins¬ 
talments or otherwise by recovery from his emoluments or 
otherwise, lls may be directed by tho authority competent to 
sanction an advance for the grant of which special reasons are 
required under sub-regulation (3) of regulation 13. 

22 . Procedure on death of subscriber — 

Subject to any deduction under regulation 23, on the death 
of the, subscriber before the amount standing to his credit 
hns become payable or where the amount has become pay¬ 
able. before payment has been made, — 

(i) when the subscriber leaves a family — 

(a) if a nomination made by the subscriber in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions of regulation 5 in 
favour of a member or members of his family 
subsists, the amount standing to his credit in the 
fund or the part thereof to which the ndfhinatiOM 
relates, shall become payable to his nominee or 
nominees in the proportion specified in the nomi¬ 
nation ; 

(b) if no such nomination in favour of a member

are alive, 

if there is any member ot *hc family other than those specifi¬ 
ed in clauses (1), ( 2 ), (3) and (4) : 

Provided also that the widow or widows and the child 
or children of a deceased 1 son shall receive between them 
in equal parts only the share which that son would have 
received it he had survived Ihe subscriber and had been exe¬ 
mpted from the provisions of clause ( 1 ) of the first proviso. 

Note.—Any sum payable under these regulations to a 
member of tne family of a subscriber vests in such 
member under sub-section (2) of section 3 of the 
Provident Funds Act, 1925 (19 of 1925).

(b) resignation from service in order to take up ap¬
